The tentative county 
figurcs stil fave to ve ap- 
proved by the county and the 
state. The equalized values 
the state adopts (the state 
has adopted county values 
for the last 17 years but 
has the power to add to the 
values) are used in levying 
taxes. 


The zero percent increase 


is on the total of county 
eyualized values. individual 
equalized values may vary. 
For many property owners, 
however, 1983 could be a 
break from the years of in- 
creasing property taxes. 
Last year the increased 
values were partially offset 
by reductions in millages by 
the city, county, and school 
district.

noticed, the Snow Buntings 
are back with us after a 
summer’s absence. Since 
they nest in Northern Alaska 
and Greenland, they have 
had quite a journey to reach 
our open fields where they 
feed on various weed seeds 
or cracked corn put out by 
bird watchers. If the eagles 
are not back yet, they soon 
will be as the courtship 
rituals are about to begin. At 
least one of the eagles which 
nests here as been doing so 
since 1952. The nest present- 
ly in use has been used for 
the last six or Seven years. 
Each year the nesting pair 
add to the nest a few more 
sticks and branches. One 
nest in Ohio was made 
bigger each year for many 
years until it was twenty feet 
from top to bottom and 
nearly ten feet wide. Our 
nest isn’t even near so large, 
but over the years the eagles 
have been quite successful in 
rearing one or two young 
which hatch about five 
weeks after being laid. Both 
adults share in hatching the 
eggs, feeding the young, and 
serving as flight instructors. 

While we may be in mid- 
winter according to the 
calendar, we are now on the 
threshold of the Eagles’ 
spring.

cuts. 

A 38 percent income tax increase- 
including a temporary ‘‘debt’’/sur- 
charge - coupled with a $225 million 
budget cut is the governor’s blue 
print for solvency. 

Blanchard, who once said a tax 
hike would be a last resort, said he 
saw no other choice and called for 
quick legislative action. 

‘We must act and act decisively 
now, to rescue Michigan from the 
precipice of bankruptcy and bring 
her back and onto solid ground of 
financial responsibility,’’ he said. 

Blanchard’s tax proposal would 
set the personal income tax rate at 
6.35 percent, up trom the current 4.6 
percent, retroactive to January 1. 

Of the total 1.75 percent increase, 
only .25 percent would be tem- 
porary. 

That amount will be designated to 
retire the accumulated $800 million 
accounting-cash flow deficit and put 
the state back in accordance with 
accepted accounting methods. 

The state is already allocating 
about $100 million a year from a 
cigarette tax increase to the cash 
problem. 

The new income tax surcharge 
would provide about $112.5 million 
over the rest of this year and $150 
million over a full year. 

‘I'he permanent income tax in- 
crease of 1.5 percent (a 32.6 percent 
hike) would produce an estimated 
$675 million for the remainder of the 
current fiscal year ending Septem-

ber 30. The higher rate would 
produce an additional $900 over a 
full fiscal year. 

On budget cuts, the Dept. of 
Social Services would take general 
fund cuts of $60 million of the total 
$225 million. The governor also calls 
for the Dept. of Mentai Health to 
take cuts of $18 million and for K- 
12 school aid and colleges and 
universities to each take a $25 
million cut. 

Other recommended cuts include 
$50 million from other departments, 
$5 million from payments to private 
schools, $15 million in revenue 
sharing to local governments and 
the entire $25 million general fund 
appropriations for building projects. 

Aides to the governor said the out- 
line of recommended cuts was not 
meant as a full-fledged preview of 
the executive order - which is not 
expected for at least two weeks - but 
rather a general initial position of 
the governor in negotiating the form 
of the final cuts. 

For that reason, many of the 
specifics are still lacking, including 
how $50 million would be divided 
among the 17 departments other 
than social services and mental 
health. 

The proposed cuts would not af- 
fect each program equally. The cut 
proposed for Social Services, for 
example, represents 3.6 percent of 
its general fund budget, while the 
cuts in K-12 school aid represents 
8.6 percent of its general fund 
budget and a $2 million cut for 
community colleges represents a 1.5 
percent cut in the general fund 
budget. 

Additionally, the governor iden- 
tified 30 programs and boards he 
will recommend be eliminated to 
save a total of $4.5 million.

Child Find 


Growing up in todays 
world can be very difficult. 
It can be especially hard if 
an individual has some type 
of physical, emotional or 
mental handicapping condi- 
tion. It is the purpose of the 
C.0.0.R. Child Find Pro- 
gram to locate these indivi- 
duals and to provide Special 
Education Programs and 
Services that may be 
needed. 

As part of Michigan Pro- 
ject Find, the C.0.0.R. pro- 
gram is responsible for 
locating handicapped _ in- 
dividuals from birth to 26 
years who reside in Oscoda, 
Ogemaw, Crawford or Ros- 
common Counties. To locate 
these individuals, the inter- 
mediate school district 
works closely with other 
area agencies, such as 
community mental health 
services, social services and 
the health departments. 
Many referrals are also 
received from local 
physicians. 

Once a referral has been 
received, the Child Find 
Coordinator begins to gather 
information necessary to 
determine if the person is 
eligible for special services. 
Conditions which could in- 
terfere with educational per- 
formance could incinde: 
physical impairments, diffi- 
culty with speech, hearing or 
vision, severe emotional dif- 
ficulties, mental impair- 
ments or learning 
disabilities. If an individual 
is found to have a problem in 
one or more of these areas 
they then may begin in an 


appropriate program _ of- 


fered through the 
mediate school district.

recovered in stolen property 
and 158 felony arrests made. 

The county jail booked 582 
prisoners last year. The 
largest number of prisoners 
were booked for driving un- 
der the influence of tiquor:
